ROOTS  vs.  PLANTS  We  do  not  wish  to  enter  any  controversy,  but  want  to  say,  so  far  as  flowers  are  concerned,  there 

is  no  difference  in  results  between  roots  and  plants.  Given  the  proper  care,  they  will  give  equally 
good  results.  Even  the  growers  who  recommend  plants  as  better  than  roots  insist  on  roots  when  buying,  because  they  are  worth 
more.  Otherwise,  plants  would  not  be  offered  at  half  price. 

Roots  are  more  easily  handled,  ship  long  distances  better,  and  give  more  roots  for  the  following  year.  Plants,  however,  enable 
growers  to  offer  varieties  much  more  quickly,  where  stock  is  limited,  and  at  lower  prices  than  would  be  possible  for  roots.  This  also 
allows  the  dahlia  enthusiasts  to  get  just  the  varieties  they  want,  even  after  root  stocks  are  exhausted;  or,  to  get  twice  as  many  plants 
for  a  given  amount  of  money.

How  to  grow  Eliza  London  Shepard.  The  illus¬ 
tration  shows  the  wonderful  growth.  The  terminal  bud 
was  retained  and  4  pairs  of  shoots  removed  and  an  1 1 
inch  flower  was  produced.  The  next  branches  of  course 
bloomed  first,  as  fast  as  the  terminal  buds  appear,  the 
growths  at  the  base  of  4  pairs  of  leaves  are  removed. 
This  throws  the  strength  into  the  disbudded  blooms. 
The  lower  branches  as  they'  develop  are  treated  the 
same,  giving  a  succession  of  blooms  until  killed  down  by 
frost.  The  plant  in  the  illustration  is  6  feet  high.

deeper  shade  of  the  same  color.  It  has  been  designated  the  Dahlia  Beautiful.  It  is  the 
ideal  decorative  form,  and  is  carried  facing  to  upright  on  long,  straight,  rigidly  stiff  stems,  well  supplied  with  foliage.  The  flowers 
are  always  perfect.  It  can  be  grown  to  a  single  bloom  to  the  plant,  with  a  perfect  exhibition  center,  or  can  be  pinched  back  two  or 
three  times  and  produce  thirty-five  or  more  large  perfectly  formed  commercial  blooms.  The  flower  is  extremely  full  but  with  long 
pointed  bud-like  center  and  lasts  a  long  time  on  the  plant  or  after  being  cut.  The  plant  is  a  strong,  vigorous,  luxuriant  grower  that 
wall  grow  anywhere  and  will  be  especially  valuable  in  the  South  and  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  because  of  its  fullness  of  center  late  in  the 
season,  when  so  many  good  varieties  come  with  open  centers.

FRAZIER  F.  D.  Size  8  to  9  inches  across.  3  to  4  inches  deep.  Height  4  feet.  Color,  rich  glowing  oriental  red,  tipped  yellow, 
with  yellow  at  base  of  petals.  The  plant  is  of  dwarf  branching  habit  with  a  rugged  constitution  and  thick  leathery 
leaves.  An  early  and  continuous  bloomer  on  rigidly  stiff  stems.  Flowers  are  held  above  the  foliage,  facing  to  upright.  It  blooms 
under  all  conditions,  never  being  affected  by  insects  or  disease.  It  is  the  best  keeper  we  know,  and  the  best  cut  flower.  Even  during 
the  extreme  heat  we  never  had  enough  blooms  of  Frazier  to  fill  our  orders.  The  illustration  above  tells  the  whole  story.  This  plant 
was  pinched  out  twice,  which  gave  a  large  number  of  branches.  The  terminal  bud  on  these  branches  was  retained  and  2  to  3  pairs  of 
laterals  removed,  with  the  result  shown  above.  When  the  lower  branches  developed  they  were  handled  the  same  way,  leaving  the 
terminal  bud  and  removing  the  growths  from  the  base  of  2  pairs  of  leaves  as  shown  in  the  photograph.  This  gives  a  succession  of  bloom 
until  killed  down  by  frost.  Field-grown  roots,  §3.00  each;  plants,  §1.50.

Get  good  healthy  stock,  grow  them  the  limit,  win  prizes  and 
forget  the  roots.  In  this  way  you  have  a  wonderful  Dahlia 
garden,  the  pleasure  of  winning  at  the  exhibitions,  and  have 
wonderful  long  stem  flowers  for  your  house  until  killed  down  by 
frost.  These  roots  would  be  a  percentage  of  failures  the  following 
season,  therefore  to  insure  a  perfect  garden  it  is  necessary  to  get 
fresh  roots  and  plants,  grown  without  forcing.  To  those  who  do 
not  wish  to  purchase  new  stock  each  year,  a  separate  planting 
should  be  made  and  the  plants  allowed  to  grow  normally  in 
order  to  produce  healthy  stock  for  the  following  seasons  planting.

Blooms  at  Expense  of  Roots 

Where  customers  want  plants  to  make  roots,  we  have  always 
advised  small  hard  plants  in  preference  to  large  soft  ones.  The 
following  letter  from  a  customer  in  Indiana,  under  date  of  Novem¬ 
ber  30th,  tells  the  story' : — “I  just  got  done  digging  my  Dahlia 
roots.  It  has  been  so  pleasant  here,  the  sun  was  shining  almost 
every  day  with  just  light  frosts  not  doing  very  much  damage  to 
the  Plants.  You  remember  I  bought  four  plants  of  you  last 
Spring.  They  all  grew  fine  in  every'  way.  The  City  of  Trenton 
had  9  flowers  on  it  at  one  time  which  measured  9  inches  to  1 1 
inches,  but  the  roots  were  shy,  only  fiberous  roots,  had  a  very 
strong  stalk  and  a  very'  large  crown.  The  plant  and  flowers  are 
all  that  one  could  wish  for;  but,  there  were  no  tuberous  roots  to 
keep  over.  King  Midas  has  two  nice  roots,  Ty  Cobb  has  4  and 
N.  J.  S.  C.  C.  has  5  very  nice  roots.”  A  young  soft  plant  kept 
growing  will  make  a  wonderful  plant  and  the  finest  of  blooms, 
but  very  apt  to  be  like  the  City'  of  Trenton  mentioned.  To  insure 
roots  it  is  much  better  to  check  or  harden  the  plant,  then  cut 
back  to  allow  fresh  growth  to  start,  then  by  giving  thorough 
cultivation,  with  proper  watering  and  fertilizing  you  will  get  good 
roots,  as  well  as  flowers.
